A  barrel  of  crude  oil  brings  less  than 
seventy  cents  to  the  producer,  while  at 
the  seaboard  it  costs  nearly    four  timef 
that  sum.     The  officers  of  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  retire  with  princely   for- 
tunes, while  the  oil -producers,  one  by 
one,  are  forced  no  sell   out  at  a  ruinous 
loss  or   go   imto    bankruptcy.     And  all 
becansa  railroad  discrimination   in  oil 
freiglits  threw  the  business   exclusivelv 
into   the  hands   of  a  giant   monopoly, 
which  owns  communities,  Judges    and 
l<*gislators,  and  threatens  to  invade  the 
General  Goremment. 

Ashville.  in  the  we-tern  part  of  Ncrth 
Carolina,  is  a  favorite  rcsOrt  this  year 
for  consumptives,  who  are  a  migratorv 
class.  On«  year  the  rush  is  to  one 
place,  and  the  next  year  to  another.  As 
to  Ashville  it  is  said  the  beneficial  effects 
»re  felt  inmost  all  cascs  soon  after 
reaching  this  bracin;:^  mountain  air. 
Very  soon  after  arrival  the  appetite 
improves,  the  cough  moderates,  night 
sweats  cease,  and  the  patient  enjoys 
more  refreshing  sleep;  and  accompany- 
ing this  improvement  there  is  a  feeling 
of  increased  strength  and  vigor. 

Referring  to  the  •nggcBtioa  bi  Gov. 
Hill,  of  New  York,  suggesting  painless 
death  to  murderers,  it  is  argued  that  the 
lAysical  pain  of  death  la  an  element  in 
the  punishment  which  deters  men  from 
the  crime,  and  that  to  provide  a  painless 
mode  of  punishing  a  murderer  would 
be  exactly  like  giving  him  a  heavy  dose 
of  chloroform  sufficient  to  end  life  in 
order  that  he  may  b©  punished  just  as 
iightly  as  jxissible.  To  punish  mur- 
derers in  that  manner  would  result  in 
an  increa-so  of  murders,  just  as  the  sub- 
stitution of  life  imprisonment  for  hang- 
ing has  increa.sed  murders.

Senate.— Resolutions  were  presented  call- 
ing for  the  passage  of  tho  Illinois  railroad  law 
and  of  a  memorial  in  favor  of  the  McAdoo  bill 
in  congress.  Bills  wore  introilnccti,  making 
tbo  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  rnraa 
facio  evidence  of  wrong  inteut;  providing  for 
tbe  iucoi-po ration  of  G.  A.  R  posts;  liAingtho 
terms  of  court  commissioners  and  judges  to 
agree  with  tbo  biennial  election  amend- 
ment; amending  tho  charter  of  Hastings

spread  of  contajjious  ilisf-ases  am  ing  domestic 
animals;  tlie  bill  allowing  Crow  Wing  county 
to  issue  J.'jo.lXKi  bonds  for  a  bridge  across  the 
Mississippi  at  Brainerd.

Glanders  in  horses 
and  pleuro-pneumonia  in  cattle  are  particu- 
lari/>'d,  but  other  contagious  diseases  are 
referred  to  generally.

Se/eral  years  ago  I  was  running  t 
fast  express.     One  night  we  were  three 
hours  liehind   time,  and  if  there's  any- 
thing in    tho  world    I  hate  it's  to  finish 
a  run   behind   sche<lule.     These  grade 
crossings  of  one-hor.se  roads   are   nui- 
sances to  the  trunk  lines,  and  we  had  s 
habit  of  failing  to  stop,  merely  slacking 
up  for  'em.    At  one  crossing  I  had  never 
seen  a  train  at  that  time  of  night,  and 
sc  I  ronnded  the  curve  ont  of  the  cut  at 
full  tilt.

Prof.  McC.    Stewart,   of  the  Liberia 
sollege,  dclivereil  an  address  last  Sun- 
lay  evening  at  Kev.    W,    B.    Derrick's 
Hethel    cliuich   for  colored  people,  in 
Sullivan  street,  New   York,  taking  for 
Ills  subject  ''Liberia  and  the  Congo  in 
African   lledemptiou."     He   called  at- 
tention  to  the  fa4;t   that  new  interest 
had  been  awakened  among  Americana 
in      Africa's    advancement.      To-day 
Americans   knew    more    abont  it  than 
ever  before.     This  had  been  the  direct 
rcriult  of   the    brilliant   exploration    of 
«uch  heroes  as  Livingston  and  Stanley. 
"The   people  of    Liberia,"    he   con- 
tinued, "are  fine  specimens  of  hiimun- 
ily.     We  have  16.«KJU  Anierican-Liber- 
ian.s,  .'i.(;<N)  liberated    slaves,    and  HW.- 
'K)0  al><irij;fines   within    a   tc^rritory    as 
large  as  New  England.  New  York  and 
New   Jersey.      The    developein'>nt   of 
our  country    phisicully,    morally  and 
intellectually    has     been   exceedingly 
rapid  of  late.     The  influence  ofcivili- 
z.ition    has   been   so    great   upon    tho 
aborigines  that  whereas  years  ago  war 
existed  between  them    and  the  Ameri- 
can emigrants,  now  the  irrelations  are 
cordial  and  there   have   been   already 
many   cases  of    intermarriage.      The 
people     have     everything     to     hopo 
for       from       the       civilizing      influ- 
ence     of      friends     on      this      con- 
tinent.    Did     Americans    realize    tbo 
prize   Liberia    would   prove,    1   doubt 
whether   they   would    willingly  allow 
her  to  be  controlled  by  a  foreign  pow- 
er in  any   way.     I  am  engaged  in  se- 
curing the  advancement   of  Liberia  in 
an   agricultural     acd    industrial  wav. 
The  government  has  given  one  thoiis- 
;ind     acres,     which    are     now     being 
cleared  for     tho     purpose    of   raising 
coflee.     Eventually   Liberia    will  lead 
the  world  in  the  amount  of  rich  coflee 
which  will  be    produced    on    her  soil. 
The  educational  work   of  the  republic 
has  been    under   the   sii|)ervision  of  a 
New  York  Board,  of  wLioh   Dr.  S.  D. 
Alexander  is  tbo  president  and  Henry 
M.  Schieftelin   and    Dr.    G.   B.  ifltmson 
are  iictive  members.     Dr.  Peabod^.  of 
Harvard    university,    is   the  president 
of  the  Boston  board.     For  a  quarter  of 
a  century  the   development  of  Libe'ria 
has  been  purely  liteiary.     Now    we  go 
further    and     enter   the    agricultural 
field,  and  we   shall  cndeav<  r  to  dcvel- 
ope  'he  internal  industries  of  , he  <<>un- 
try.     In  lime  I  believe   that  the  Congo 
and  the  Niger  valley  will  be  united  bv 
water,  railroads,  and  commercial  lines 
of  all  descriptions.     In  the  opening  up 
of  this  region     Stanley     did   a   work 
which    will      render    'him     immortal 
among    those   of  earth.

Paris  Letter  in  the  Newark  Advertiser. 

Few  but  know  the  very  pretty  piece 
of  poetry  by  Mrs.  Hemens,  "Casabian- 
ra,"  commencing,  "The  boy  stood  on 
the  burning  deck."  The  poel«8s  states 
tliat  the  lad  was  the  son  of  the  tulmiral 
commanding  the  flagship  L'Orient, 
which  took  fire  and  exploded;  that 
young  Casablanca  perished  in  the  ex- 
]ilo8ion,  refusing  to  quit  the  position  al- 
lott«d  to  him  by  hia  father,  pending  the 
battle  of  the  Nile.  I  have  been  looking 
into  the  nlfioial  account  of  the  incident. 
The  admiral  was  Brneys,  who  was 
wounded  in  tho  head  and  hand  early  in 
the  action.  He  continued  to  give  or- 
ders until  cut  in  two  by  a  cannon  ball; 
he  uttered  the  request  to  be  allowed  to 
expire  on  deck,  which  be  did  in  the 
course  of  some  minutes. 

Citoyen  Casabianca,  the  father  of  the 
poetic  hero,  then  took  command;  his 
son  was  a  middy,  but  only  aged  ten,  not 
thirteen.  At  that  period  lads  entered 
the  navy  very  young.  Casabianca  was 
was  also  a  deputy.  Pending  the  action 
his  son  was  by  his  side;  the  father  was 
mortally  wounded  in  the  head  by  a 
splinter  and  became  insensible;  he  gave 
no  injunctions  to  his  son,  but  the  latter 
would  not  the  less  quit  his  wounded 
parent.

I  remember  one 
caae  which  came  under  my  own  obser- 
Tatioi}  a  initilbef  of  years  ago,  I  was 
called  ilpiiR  fj  ^cfon^  <»  taaii,  ^hose 
name  I  will  not  mention,  but  who  hr^te 
a  bad  reputatian,  charged  with  a  crime 
of  some  importance.  He  was  acquit- 
ted, although  I  afterwards  became  con- 
vinced that  he  was  guilty.  He  was  a 
man  of  considerable  natural  ability,  and 
would,  I  believe,  could  he  be  persuaded 
to  reform,  be  able  to  earn  an  honest 
livili^.^  Wheil^tspok^  with  him  abtJilt 
the  matter  he  iistene<i  i-espectfuliy,  anti 
then  replie<l  that  he  had  been  thinking 
of  the  mattf-r  himself.  He  said  th>.t 
there  was  an  agent  who  wanted  him  to 
sell  mapH  for  him,  but  he  had  no  money 
and  no  one  to  go  security  for  him  he 
had  not  accepted  the  position.  I  told 
him  that  I  would  help  him  to  secure 
the  place.

Enrchased  the  maps  and  weilt  to  wotk. 
[e  was  very  fortunate  in  his  sales,  and 
at  the  end  of  two  or  three  years  he  had 
saved  the  sum  of  $1,500,  and  paid  back 
to  me  the  loan  I  had  made  him  with  in- 
terest. 

"He  then  concluded  that  he  would 
open  a  fish  market  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  city,  which  he  did,  and  was  getting 
along  nicely  when  a  private  detective, 
who  knew  all  about  hi.s  life  as  a  crimi- 
nal, discovered  him  in  his  market.  He 
now  told  the  prosperous  market  man 
that  he  would  t«ll  his  customers  all 
about  his  past  history,  of  which  they 
were  ignorant,  and  thus  ruin  his  busi- 
ness, unless  he  would  pay  him  $100  as 
hush  money. 

"My  protege,  seeing  that  the  detec- 
tive had  it  in  his  power  to  injure  him, 
paid  the  money.  Not  satisfied  with  the 
bum  be  had  received,  tho  blackmailer 
cime  back  again  a  few  weeks  later.  As 
he  did  not  know  that  tho  fellow  could 
be  arrested  for  blackmail  he  continued 
to  pay  sums  of  money  to  the  scoundrel, 
until  be  had  crippled  his  business  and 
compelled  the  man  to  sell  out  at  a  loss.

ABothar  British  Victory  la  Africa. 

IntelUgence  has  been  received  at  the  British 
war  departmont  that  Gen  Stewart's  forco  is  en- 
trenched south  of  Metemnch.  The  dispatch  also 
gives  the  gratifying  information  that  Stewart  is 
in  communication  with  Geu.  Gordon.  Stewart's 
force  had  several  fights  with  ^rab  relwls  be- 
fore reaching  Metemneh.  Gen.  Stewart  himself 
was  badly  wounded  Five  of  the  Mahdi's 
emirs  were  killed  in  the  fight  The  enemy 
numbered  seven  ih^usaml  A  If^rge  number 
were  cavalry  armed  with  rifles.  The  British 
loss  is  twenty  killed  and  sixty  wounded.  To- 
tal loss  of  enemy,  thirteen  hundred.  Gso. 
Wolseley  in  his  dispat<-h  reports  tho  capture 
of  Metemneh  by  tlie  ISritisli.  He  also  says 
that  Sir  ('hai'les  Wilson  has  gone  to  Khar- 
toum on  board  a  steamer  to  confer  with  Gor- 
don. The  point  where  tho  battle  of  the  I'.lch 
occurred  is  in  the  desert  about  five  miles  south 
from  Metemneh.  When  Gen.  Stewart  reached 
tbat  point,  he  found  the  enemy  hov- 
ering ab.)ut  his  little  army  on  all  sides, 
and  skirting  it  often  witiiin  an  uncom- 
fortably short  range.  The  rebels  had  evi- 
dently stationed  themselves  iu  tho  vicinity  to 
await  his  arrival  and  givo  him  battle.  Among 
the  first  killed  were  Mr.  Cameron,  special 
correspondent  of  tho  London  Standard,  and 
Mr.  Herberts,  special  correspondent  of  the 
London  Post  Gen.  Stewart  was  one  of  the 
rtia  first  to  be  woundod  He  was  shot  in  the 
thifb. 

The  latest  dispatches  received  in  the  war  of- 
fice show  liord  St  Vincent  was  not  as  once  re- 
ported, killed  in  the  battle  fought  in  the  des- 
ert the  Itith  inst  He  died  from  a  wound  re- 
ceived the  17th  at  Abu-Elea.  Onlv  two  Britiah 
ofBoera  were  killed  in  the  zareba  fight

A  terrible  tale  of  mutiny  and  murder  is  re- 
corded on  the  book  of  tho  brigantine  Natal, 
which  is  lying  iu  the  Atlantic  basin,  Brook 
lyn.  When  two  months  out,  while  the  cap- 
tain wav  asleep  one  night,  the  carpenter 
attacked  him  with  a  broadax,  laying  open 
his  face.  The  captain  warded  off  a  second 
blow,  and  the  carpenter  stabbed  with  a 
sheath  knife  in  the  neck.  The  mate 
hearing  the  struggle,  ran  in,  and  the 
captaiu,  with  his  aid,  drove  out  the 
carpoutnr  and  barricaded  the  cabin  door, 
just  as  the  steward  was  coming  to  reinforce 
the  cari)cnter.  The  mutuiecrs  rotreate<l  into 
the  forehold,  where  they  were  imprisoned,  as 
was  supposed,  by  the  battering  down  of  the 
forehatcliea  Next  day  a  search  was  made  for 
tho  captain's  son.  His  cap  with  a  broadaxe 
cut  in  it  was  found  on  decL  He  had  beon  mur- 
dered and  his  body  thrown  into  Uie  sea  by  the 
mutineers.  The  three  men  worked  the  brigan- 
tine for  four  days.  The  captain  then  losseoed 
the  fore- hatch  and  called  on  the  mutineers  to 
come  up  and  surrender.  They  .threw  their 
sheath  knives  on  deck,  but  muttered  that  the 
pistols  bad  been  lost  below.  Tho  captain  had 
noleg-irona  or  handcuffs  with  which  to  se- 
cure them.

A  letter  of  tfce  Confederate  General 
!Lee  to  Jefferson  Davis,  written  in  1863, 
*i«s  jns<  heeti  published.  It  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  growing  opposition  to  the 
^■aT  in  the  north,  and  suggests  that  it 
tudj  be  increased  and  made  useful  by 
allowing  northorn  i)eople  to  under- 
stand thai  the  Union  might  be  preserv- 
ed bvan  early  peace,  as  they  would  not 
so^tuin  the  war  if  that  itieti  became  gen- 
eral His  advice  was  that  southern 
leaders  should  abstain  from  any  declar 
rations  which  would  load  the  north  to 
lielieve  that  the  south  tvr>nltl  insist,  un- 
der all  cir.iimst«nce^,  on  aa  independ- 
ent governmert. 


In  a  few  weeks  the  administration  ol 
the  government  will  be  in  the  hands  ol 
a  paity  tliat  has  been  oat  of  power  for 
twrntv  four  years.  No  violent  changea 
are  ant!Vi}>ated.  tTtfe  new  administra- 
titm  must  r\ecuto  the  laws,  as  they  find 
tiiem.  For  tlio  present,  at  Je»!«t,  con- 
i;rc8.s  is  dividod.  the  f»e«)i»t«  having  a  re- 
Viiblican  and  tlw  house  of  represen- 
tatives, a  dcTOooratic  majority,  and  thia 
situation  is  not  likely  to  be  changed  for 
several  years.  The  greatest  anxiety  in 
political  circles  concerns  the  personnel  ol 
the  now  administration  and  the  use  of  the 
appointing  power  (generally.  This  mat- 
ter will  af!<jrd  ample  material  for  polit- 
ical gossip  during  summer.

The  murderer  then  examined  a 
drawer  in  a  bureau  and  left  spots  ol  blofjd  on 
the  clothing.  The  young  ladv'n  rcom  is  cov- 
ered witn  blood  and  pllovvs  evidence  of  a 
groat  Btrug»l*.  K.tcilement  Is  high,  and 
bhoidd  tho  young  man  fail  to  prove  his 
whereabouts  since  Monday  he  will  be  In 
great  danger  of  hanging.

Illinois  Is  one  of  the  very  few  slates,

W.  A.  Tones,  major  of  engineers,  after  an

Above  the  nil^.oion  it  is  an  onlinary  monntuln 
stream,  shallow  and  with  itrcat  velocity  of  cur- 
rent. It  aijproacheH  tli«  mtsKlon  with  con.stUer- 
abU  "•MoOity  and  passes  suddenly  Into  the  deep 
Water  portion  with  a  .sudden  and  almost  total 
los.sof  velocity.  There  a ro  now  three  steamers 
on  these  waters,  one  a  larce.  line  one,  and  more 
win  8f>on  Ijc  built.  A  considerable  slilpmept  of 
gold  is  now  mailo,  and  a.s  the  fore«M  about  the 
headwaters  of  the  St.  .lo.scph'S  rltcr  are  very  cx- 
t-ensive  and  rich  in  mA;inJlieeut  specimens  of  led 
»nd  white  pine,  cedur,  red  and  whifu  fir  and 
tameracft,  there  will  be  a  rapid  development  of 
this  havigatiou  la  the  near  future.

There  are  many  conflicting  re- 
ports regarding  De  Lessepa'  Panama 
canal.

But  others 
are  in  a  different  vein.  A  prominent 
American  ship-builder,  who  has  recent- 
ly returned  from  Panama,  reports  that 
tha  work  ou  the  canal  is  progressing 
with  satisfactory  vigor  and  rapidity,  and 
that  it  will  bo  comjdeted  within  five 
years.  The  average  expense  of  excava- 
tion is  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  cubic  meter, 
and  the  total  cost  of  the  excavation 
ilone  IS  estimated  at  $2<X>,000,000. 
Ibis  is  about  $80,000,000  more  than  the 
»stimate  of  De  Lesseps,  but  the  diver- 
gence ia  less  that  the  average  difference 
of  the  estimates  of  American  engineer* 
from  the  figures  of  the  distinguished 
Frenchman.  The  very  large  amounts 
already  expended  are  a  guarantee  that 
the  enterprise  will  be  pushed  to  com- 
pletion. The  same  unfavorable  reports 
attended  the  construction  of  the  Suez 
Canal,  but  it  was  pushed  to  completion 
»n4  i»  now  very  profitable.

Shoots  Bowa  O'Doaovaa  Boss  a  la  the 
Street— Bat  h4  Will  ftecever. 
New  York  Special:— At  5:12  o'clock  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  3d  inst,  Jeremiah  O  Donovan 
Bossa,  the  "Irish  dynamiter,"  so  called,  waa 
shot  by  a  woman  on  Chambora  street,  near 
Broadway.  At  that  hour  tho  streets  wero  full  of 
people  homeward  bound,  making  their  way  to- 
ward Brooklyn  bndsfe  and  up  town.  The  excite- 
ment over  the  shooiing,  aliuotlgn  the  man  was 
recognized  by  very  few,  was  intense.  The 
first  shot  fired  took  effect  in  O'Douovan's  bodv 
and  he  fell  to  the  sidewalk.  The  woman  co;!- 
tiuuod  to  ehoct  until  eho  emptied  her  tivo- 
chambered  revolver.  Only  the  first  shot  tDok 
effect       City   Marshal   Jaines   McCauley     waa 

E resent,  and,  breaking  through  the  crowd  that 
ad  collected  there  oven  before  the  shooting 
was  over,  seized  the  woman,  who  utill  held 
the  smoking  pistol  iij  ber  hand,  and  told  her 
she  was  ander  arrest  She  oilored  uo  reiuoa- 
strauce,  but  allowed  herself  to  be  taken  througli 
the  mass  of  citizens  and  to  the  city  hall  bt  ition 
hou.se.  When  tho  woman  had  ceased  filing 
O'Donovan  arose  to  his  feet  and  made  an  effort 
to  find  his  way  back  to  his  office  ou  Cliambsra 
street,  which  he  had  just  left  He  said,  "I  ani 
■hot,"  trying  to  place  his  hand  on  his  back  un- 
der his  shoulder  blade. 

After  a  few  steps  somebody  in  the  crowd 
suggested  that  he  should  go  to  the  Chambers 
Street  hospitaL  A  couple  of  men  lent  their 
arms,  and  O'Donovau  did  as  suggested  and 
directed  his  steps  toward  tho  hospitaL  He 
walked  all  the  way  there,  nearly  a  quarter 
of  a  mdo.  He  bled  considerably  on  the  way. 
Once  in  the  bosoital,  be  was  undressed  and  ex- 
amined by  Dr.  f)euniPO!i.  It  was  found  that 
the  bullet  had  eoti-red  the  back  diiectiy  below 
tho  shoulder  blade.  The  doctor  pronounced 
the  wound  uot  of  a  dangerous  character,  and 
began  to  probe  for  tue  ball.  Rossa  has  suf- 
fered but  little  sud  theio  are  no 
doubts  of  his  recovery.  The  woman's 
name  is  Yseult  Dudley,  age"  twenty-five;  that 
she  was  a  uui-.-<e  and  married,  an  J  that  i-ha 
lived  at  0' I  Clinton  place.  She  t\  as  asked  why 
she  shot  O'Donovan,  how  long  she  had  been  In 
America  and  other  questions,  to  which  she 
made  no  answer.  Her  entire  demeanor  wag 
that  of  a  rational  person,  and  a  cool-headed  ona 

To  a  reporter  Rossa  said: 

It  was  a  premeditated  affair,  and  this  wom.in 
was  simply  tie  engine  by  which  tho  distardly 
work  waa  acconijdislieil  She  liiul  no  private 
revenge  to  gratify.  No  relative  of  hers  has  been 
injured  iu  an  English  explosion.  It  is  the  v.-ork 
of  the  English  goverment,  whose  jiolicy  has  al- 
ways been  to  assassinate  men  it  could  uot  oth- 
erwise rtach.  She  is  the  agent  of  the  Briti'-li 
minister  or  somebody  else.  'Ibiw  wouiHn  camo 
to  me  and  said  she  wns  Irish,  but  that  hor  hus- 
band dill  not  syinpatliizo  Willi  thecauso  of  Ire- 
land She  was  rabid  in  her  views  on  dynamite. 
She  said  tl.e  London  explosions  were  no  good, 
and  wanted  a  horrible  sa  'rificoof  life,  to  sink') 
tBrror  to  the  hearts  of  Ireland's  enemies.  I  told 
her  I  was  not  engaged  iu  that  business,  and  1  le- 
cieved  uo  money  for  such  purposes, but  only  to 
help  the  Iriah  ckuse.  She  leiteratej  that  thou- 
sands of  lives  «l;ould  bo  sacrificed  iu  London. 
I  bad  been  to  see  my  printer  at  4  o'clock, 
when  I  started  out  to  meet  her.  She  wanted 
mo  to  sign  a  receipt  for  niouev.  The  receijit 
contained  tho  word  "dynamite,'*'  and  I  refused 
to  sign  It  I  put  the  paper  in  my  )iockftt  aii8 
walki-d  out  with  hor.  She  is  nothing  more  or 
less  than  an  at;eiit  of  tho  British  goverunisiit 
employed  to  assassinate  me.

"Can  you  accommod.ite  me  here'/"  asked 
Mrs.  Dudley. 

"Have  you  roferencesy"  asked  Mrs.    Brown. 

"My  reference  18  Dr.  Thomas,  whom  every- 
body knows,"  was  thd  reply;  and  she  then 
added:  "I  am  a  ])rofessioiiaruiirso  and  a  wid- 
ow, and  desire  to  stay  hero  iintd  I  secure  an 
engagement " 

In  tciliiig  the  Htorv  of  her  acquaintance 
with   Mrs.    Dudley,  jfrs.  Brown   said: 

"She  impressed  tue  so  favorably  that  I  told 
her  she  mi^ht  remain  in  the  house  if  she  would 
room  with  two  other  young  ladies.  This  she 
consented  to  do.  Hor  only  baggage  was  a  va- 
lise, which  she  never  uiipa<'k«d,  beeau-'e,  as 
•he  one  day  remarked,  she  might  bo  called  sud- 
denly to  attend  rome  patient." 

In  tlio  I'arlor  at  Mis.  Leggott's  house  the 
yoniis  ladies  talked  of  Mrs.  Dudiey's  deed: 

'She  was  alinoi-t  cra:.;y  wirli  ex.'itenient  one 
week  ago  Sundav  when  she  read  of  the  explo- 
sions in  Ijfmdon.^  SHid  one  of  the  group.  "She 
s;ud  .\nierica  should  give  up  liossato  England. 
Then  ou  Sunday  List,  when  she  heard  of  tiie  ex- 
plosions in  Grand  street,  she  was  a^-uin  very 
much  exciteiL  She  h;id  a  number  of  copies  of 
Rossa's  paper,  and  Sundnynlie  said  she  had  had 
an  interview  with  Rossa  tlie  day  before,  and  she 
said  she  had  Ros.sii's  word  for  it  nhe  could geta 
ton  of  dynamite  !n  New  York:  that  she  heard 
hiin  say  he  knew  and  was  iu  league  with  tho-io 
whe  made  il,  and  he  ditl  not  care  if  they  stopped 
itti  exportation  or  importation.  Then  she 
added:  'Somebody  will  gi't  even  with  O'Don- 
ovan Hnssa  yet'  I  never  knew  she  had  a  pis- 
tol, but  I  oflered  to  leiii'i  hor  mine."

charged   with  complicity  in  causing  the  recent 

explosion  iu  the  Tower  of  London,  was  bognt:

,  morning.  Poland,  tho  soli.i.or,  in  ojiening 
the  case  for  the  cror.n,  said  the  governnient 
intended  to  pr^/e  that  the  jirisoner  was  an 
active  agent  iu  tho  conspiracy  which 
culiniuated  in  tho  horrible  outrage 
at  the  Tower.  Tho  solicitor  then  re- 
lated   tho  facts   in   regard   to    the   prisoner's 

!  movements  at  I jverpool  and  at  London  from 
the  timo  of  his  arrival  atLiveijiool  fnmi  .Amer- 
ica up  to  the  date  of  his  arrest  at  the  Tower,  a 
few  minutes  after  the  exjilosion  occurred;  his 
traveling  nnder  the  assumed  names  of  Gilbert 
and  Dalton,  and  many  suspicious  ciicuinstauc- 
es  cenuected  with  his  stay  at  both  tho  above 
cities.  Poland  dwelt  p:titii'Ularly  on  the  mys- 
terious disappearance  of  a  peculiar  box  from 
the  prisoner's  lodgin.^s  in  Scarboro  street  im- 
mediately after  Cuninngliams  arre.--L  Poland 
laid  stress  upon  the  facts  in  order  to  show  that 
Cunningham  waa  in  lea^'ue  with  others  who 
must  have  beeuin.-tni  tfd  ia  lb'- line  of  action  to 
bo  taken  of  his  arrest  Pilaiid  further  saiil  that 
witnesses  could  bo  produced  to  prove  that 
Cunningham  bad  for  several  days  jirevioua  to 
the  explosion  been  seen  loitering  in  and  around 
the  Tower  of  London.  Uo  then  produced 
a  small  detonator  found  in  the  prisoner's 
baggage,  and  said  it  was  similar  to 
those  uaed  iu  the  previous  dynamito  out- 
rages, indicating  that  tho  prisoner  might 
have  been  connected  with  those  crimes.  In 
concluBion  Poland  asked  that  CunninRbam  be 
trraigned  uudor  Uie  explosive  act  on  a  cbarg:;

I  later  day,  reijuest  that  tho  charge  lie  clmiig- 
»d  to  high  treason,  so  that  tho  p2:ialty  of  the 
latter  crime  would  be  meted  out  to  him,  as  tho 
dynamito  outrages  could  be  construed  as 
acts  iu  the  war  of  a  rebellious  people.

The  Dndley-Rossa  AssasslnaUon. 

Mrs.  Y'senlt  Dudley,  who  attempted  to  kill 
O'Donovan  Rossa  in  New  York,  was  brought 
up  from  the  station  where  she  w:is  confined  tc 
theTomiis  police  court,  guarded  by  four  po- 
licemen, and  was  committed  to  "await  the 
result  of  Ros.-a's  wound  The  house  surgeon 
of  the  Chambers  street  hospital  sent  a  com- 
munication to  tho  coiiit  stating  tlij'toii  exam- 
ination of  Iio.^su's  wound  he  found  that  the 
ball  had  entered  over  the  center  of  the  left 
scapula,  takitiK  an  upwanl  and  inward  course, 
passiug  be:ie:ith  the  skin  for  four  iiiciics. 
He  waa  in  good  couilitiou,  having  passed  a 
comfortable  night  and  slept  qniilly, 
suffering  no  pain,  and  no  unfavorable  syni- 
ptoms  having  developed  vet 

English  papers  trace  Mis.  Dudley's  history 
in  that  country,  and  show  that  she  was  of  uu- 
eound  mind,  and  had  attempted  siiicidi'.  She 
was  discharged  from  the  asylum  some  months 
ago.  While  in  Ixiriuim  she  descril.od  hovsell 
sometimes  a  widow  and  at  other  times  stated 
she  waa  divorced  from  her  husband.  Accord- 
ing to  another  account,  Mrs.  Dudley  was  the 
victim  of  a  mock  marriage  to  an  Eiigii.-'li  cler- 
gyman, already  inairieiL  She  was  subject  to

New 
York,  where  there  is  great  opposition  to 
prison  labor,  where  it  comin^tes  with 
free  labor,  is  also  wrestling  with  the 
question. 

There  is  but  very  little  sentimeital 
nonsense  ut  the  West  regarding  mur- 
derer^ before  or  after  conviction.  Th« 
trouble  herf  is  to  control  tliE  impatience 
of  the  people  for  justice,  wliich  tbey  are 
very  apt  to  think,  cannot  be  obtained 
by  due  j)roces.sof  law.  Hence  tli« 
numerous  lyuchings,  some  of  which  are 
scarcely  less  repreliensible  than  murder, 
and  give  communities  which  indulge  in 
them  a  very  bad  name  where  law  and 
order  prevails.

On  the 
other  hand,  Maine,  whicli  w(Ht  back  to 
capital  punishment  two  or  three  yeara 
ago  after  trying  the  olhc-  plan,  is  in 
doubt  whether  tlie  change  has  operated 
to  diminish  the  nnml)eis  of  murders. 
The  question  of  the  wi.sdom  of  the  gal- 
lows is  one  upon  either  side  of  which  it 
is  e.asy  to  accumulate  evidence,  but  the 
weight  of  evidence  at  present  is  in  favor 
of  capital  puni-nhment. 


The  indications  are  that  England  il 
at  last  thoronglily  arf>useil  and  that  she 
will  expend  somo  thou.sand  of  men  and 
millions  of  mon-jy  to  make  her  authority 
felt  in  the  Soudaa  us  elsewliere.

Most  of  them  came 
from  thf!  .'uMreasury  at  N.  w  York.  The  law 
IxTinlt.s  the  trea.'«ury  department  to  redeem  a 
mutlU'^ed  i>aper  at  its  face  value  if  three-flfths 
of  it  remain.  The  shsriHTs  took  advanta<;e  of 
this  law.  The  silver  rertilicates  were  tirst  cut 
In  fire  pieces,  and  then,  bv  takiiij:  one  piece 
from  Ave  difforent  certificates  a  sLxth  certificate 
wa.s  ni.ide.  Thns  the  five  eenniiie  certiticates 
would  each  lack  one-fifth,  but  the  niilh  or 
boirus  certificate  would  apparentiv  have  enough 
Colony  Pieecs  pa.sted  together  to  make  it  complete.  All 
■  the  certificates,  therefore,  were  redeemable  at 
their  face  value.  Tlic  .flo  certiticates  have  the 
numl)er  of  each  eniaaveil  in  various  places  on 
the  note  in  very  small  fiaurea.  The  doctored 
note.s  were  made  of  fraenicnt.s  containing  num- 
bers which  did  not  correspond.  This  discovery 
exposed  the  frauiL

The  certificate  from  New  York  was  read  by 
Clay  of  Kentucky,  and  as  some  vague  rumors 
were  in  the  air  this  morning  that  trouble 
would  be  made  over  the  counting  of  the  vote 
of  New  York,  a  murmur  of  relief  went  up 
when  Mr  Clsy  finished  the  reading  and  ah- 
uounccd  that  the  certificate  of  electors  was 
certified  by  Grover  Cleveland,  governor.

I  have  now  opened  the  ccriificates  of  the  elect- 
ors of  all  the  Slates,  and  their  votes  have  been 
reported.  The  tellers  will  now  make  their  com- 
putation and  report  the  state  of  the  vote. 

After  the  tellers  had  devoted  themselves  to 
Bgurlng  for  several  minutes  Senator  Hoar 
read  and  handed  the  result  of  their  computa- 
tion to  the  presiding  officer,  who  said:

!  THE  CANADIAN  POSTOFFICES. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  Special  Telegram,  Feb.  11.— 
Postmaster  General  Carllng  laid  on  the  table  of 
the  house  this  evening  the  annual  report  of  his 
department.  Mail  travel  has  been  increased  by 
about  one  million  and  a  half  miles.  The  con- 
veniences of  remittlmr  by  money  orders  has  been 
extended  between  Canada  and  other  countries. 
There  was  a  general  increase  of  business  both 
domestic  and  foreign.  The  report  stales  that 
the  time  has  arrived  when  a  jjostoffice  savings 
bank  can  l>e  be  established  in  Manitoba.  Tho 
expenditure  was  upward  of  half  a  million  more 
than  revenue.  The  postmaster  general  states 
that  as  recards  a  letter  passing  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  a  uniform  charge 
would,  no  doubt,  be  acceptable  to  Canada,  but 
he  was  of  the  opinion  that  doubling  the  rate  on 
newspaper  matter  would  exclude  from  the  news- 
paper post  many  cla.sses  of  matter  now  Included 
therein.  The  registration  fees  wuuld  have  to  be 
reduced  to  10  cents  and  drop  letters  to  two 
cents.  All  these  chanires  would  be  necessarv  to 
harmonize  the  Canadian  with  the  United  Slates 
rates,  and  would  nut  be  satisfactory  to  th« 
public  ot  this  country.

LoNDOW,  Special  Cable,  Feb.  10.— A  report 
lias  reached  hero  professing  to  throw  light 
on  the  fate  of  Gordon.  An  Arab  me.ssenger 
has  reached  Korti  who  savs  that  Gordon  was 
amonj  the  first  to '  fall ;  in  fact, 
that  his  death  was  the  signal 
for  the  revolt  which  led  to  the 
capture  of  the  city.  A  great  tumult  arose  in 
the  city  and  Gordon  went  out  impulsively  to 
learn  its  nature.  As  he  was  leaving  the 
government  house,  the  report  says,  he 
was  suddenly  set  uuon  from  behind  and 
stabbed  to  death  before  he  could  defend  him- 
self. A  dreadful  massacre  followed  Every 
Christian  was  hunted  down  and  slaUirhtered. 
The  most  frightful  enormities  were  coinmit- 
ted.  Neither  sex  nor  age  saved  the  unfor- 
tunates from  death  amid  terrible  sufferinga 
The  treachery  of  the  pashas  is  confirmed 
They  feared,  it  appears,  th.at  with  Gordon 
alive  they  would  never  induce  the  garrison  to 
submit  Once  he  had  fallen  the  gates  were 
opened  to  the  enemy  and  the  government 
house  given  to  the  flamea  Then  the  .\rab 
besiegers  poiued  in  in  great  hordea  Many 
of  the  survivors  of  the  army  of  Hicks  Pasha 
were  in  their  ranks.  They  brought  with 
them  great  stores  of  ammunition  and  many 
guns,  which  they  have  mounted  on  the  for- 
tifications Sir  Charles  Wilson  reports 
that  the  city  will  rcqmre  a  long  siege  by  a 
large  army  before  It  can  be  taken.  To  hurl 
the  handful  commanded  by  Lord  Wolseley 
against  it  would  be  madness  All  the  Lon- 
don papers  apuear  in  black  borders.

cox*   WILSON  SAVEn. 

LoNDOS,  Feb.  10— .\^  dispatch  from  Korti, 
dated  Feb.  9,  says:  Lord  Beresford  has  re- 
turned in  safety  from  Gubat,  bringing  with 
him  Col.  Wilson  and  party,  who  were  strand- 
ed on  an  Island  some  distance  up  the  Nile 
while  returning  from  Khartoum  Some  diffi- 
culty was  experienced  in  fetching  away  the 
stranded  party.  The  rebels  on  the  river 
banks  kept  up  a  constant  firing,  and  shortly 
after  the  party  embarked  a  bullet  from  a 
rebel's  rifle  pierced  the  boiler  of  the  steamer. 
It  was  necessary  to  anchor  under  fire  and 
make  repairs  The  Briti.sh  fire,  however, 
I  look  effect,  and  the  rebels  were  repuIseiL 
I  immediately  after  reaching  Gubat,  Col.  Wil- 
son started  for  Korti,  where  he  has  now  ar- 
,  rived,  to  report  in  person  to  Lord  Wolseley 
the  details  of  his  reconnoisance  at  Khai-- 
toum.  Lord  Wolseley  telegraphs  further 
particulars  of  Bereslord's  rescue  of  Col. 
Wilson.  When  the  steamer  had  gone  down 
the  river  about  three  miles,  a  battery  of  the 
enemy,  on  the  left  bank,  opened  tire  U[)on 
it  The  steamer  returned  the  tire,  which 
was  kept  uji  while  the  steamer  anchored  for 
repairs  Meanwhile  Col.  \Vilson  with  a  small 
party  took  four  guns  and  lauded  on  the  right 
bank.  The  party  marched  down  the  river  till 
iirectly  opposite  the  battery,  and  then  put 
the  guns  in  position  and  opened  fire.  Much 
assistance  was  thus  rendered  Lord  Cbailcs  in 
keeping  the  fire  of  the  enemy  down.  At  sun- 
set Col.  Wilson  and  party  marched  on  three  '  ^r;,\^''  ^".^^• 
miles  further  down  the  river,  and  halted  for 
the  night  They  were  there  joined  by  Lord 
Charles  the  following  morning.  The  steamer 
meanwhile  had  another  engagement  with  a 
rebel  battery,  but  succeeded  in  passing  it 
without  serious  hann.  Col.  Wil.«!on  and  ])arty 
were  again  taken  on  board,  and  the  utoumnr 
()roceeded  to  Gubat  without  further  difficulty. 
During  the  pas.sage  from  the  island  to  Gubat 
one  man  was  killed  and  seven  injured.  Of 
the  injured  four  were  native«,  scalded  in  the 
engine  room.  Lord  Wolseley  concludes  his 
dis{>atcb  with  these  words: 

I  cannr)t  speak  too  highly  of  the  pluck  of  Lord 
Charles  Beresford  and  party.  Col.  Wilson's  men 
likcwi.se  behaved  admirably  and  with  the  usual 
determination  of  Englishmen. 

OEN.  OOUBON  DEAD. 

A  dispatch  from  Korti  says:  "Colonels  Wil- 
son and  Wortley,  with  tho  expedition  to  Khar- 
toum, arrived  to-day.  They  made  the  journey 
from  Gubat  in  f our  daya  They  bring  news 
of  Gen.  Gordon  8  death.  One  of  the  pashas 
among  Gen  Gordon's  forces  marched  the 
garrison  to  the  side  of  the  town  nearest  Om- 
durman,  saying  a  reViel  attack  was  expected 
at  that  point  Meantime,  another  traitorous 
pasha  opened  the  gates  at  the  other  end  and 
allowed  the  Mahdi's  troops  to  enter,  and  they 
easily  capttired  the  town.  GeiL  Gordon  was 
stabbed  while  leaving  the  government 
house. "  The  war  office  has  ordered  uniforms 
and  acoouterments  for  10,000  reserves 
GeiL  Wolseley  asks  that  the  advance  from 
Suakim  be  made  within  a  mouth.  He  sees 
no  necessity  for  waiting  until  autumn  or  for 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  across  the 
desert  from  Suakim  to  Berber.  Gen.  Stc'ph- 
enson.  Gen.  Doruier,  and  others  of  the  mili- 
tary council  at  Cairo,  however,  oppose  the 
dispatch  of  an  expedition  from  Suakim  in  t-o 
short  a  time,  on  the  ground  that  it  cannot  be 
made  in  readiness  to  start  before  April. 
They  say  the  march  to  Berber  will  take  a 
month  and  be  a  severe  test  of  the  endurance 
of  the  men,  who  will  suffer  from  intense 
beat  and  want  of  water  Isolated  detach- 
ments will  be  e.vpo.sed  to  attacks  by  Osman 
Dig'na  If,  however,  (ien.  Woheley  declares 
an  early  advance  to  llerber  necessary  for  the 
safety  of  the  Nile  expedition,  the  Cairo  au- 
thorities   will    withdraw     their    opposition. 

DETAILS  OF  GORDON  8  DEATH. 

The  following  additional  details  of  the 
killing  of  Gen.  Gordon  and  the  fall  of  Khar- 
toum are  at  hand;  On  tho  day  of  the  cap- 
ture, which  is  variously  stated  as  the  iJOth 
and  27th  of  January,  (Jen.  Gordon's  attention 
was  attracted  by  a  great  tumult  on  the  streets 
He  left  the  so  called  palace,  or  government 
building,  in  which  he  had  made  his  head- 
quarters, to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  dis- 
turbance. Just  as  he  reached  tho  street, 
be  was  stabbed  in  the  back  and  fell 
dead.  The  tumult  w.-xs  caused  by 
the  Mahdi's  troops,  who  had  gaineil 
access  to  the  int^^rior  of  the  town  through 
treachery,  and  who  were  soon  in  complete 
possession  of  the  place,  including  the  citadel. 
A  fearful  nias.sncrc  of  the  garrison  followeiL 
The  scenes  of  Klaughter  are  described 
as  surpassing  the  Bulgarian  atrocities, 
and  rivalins'  the  worst  horrors  of 
the  Sepoy  mutiny.  Panic-stricken  Egyptians 
were  capturod  in  their  flight  and  put  to 
death  with  most  fiendish  tortures — some 
were  transfixed  witli  spears  and  left  to  bleed 
to  death  Most  of  the  victims  were  mutilated 
In  the  most  horrible  manner.

noses  slit,  and  tongues  torn  out  by  the  roots. 
In  many  cases  mutilated  parts  of  vic- 
tims' bodies  were  thrust  in  their  mouths 
while  they  were  still  living.  The  ma.ssacre 
Included  many  non-combatants,  and  Egj-pt- 
lan  women  were  eubjected  to  the  itiost 
shameful  indignities.  More  than  a  hundred 
women  and  young  girls  were  given  over 
to  the  Mahdi's  JfoUoweis  to  be 
used  as  slave.s.  After  the  slaughter 
Many  Arabs  were  seen  rushing  about  the 
streets  with  beads  of  Egyptians  impaled 
upon  spears.  The  next  night  was  spent 
In  saiurnatra  of  blood  and  dcliauch- 
ery.  Since  the  capture  of  Khartoum, 
the  Mahdi  has  repaired  the  fortifications 
and  made  the  place  well  nigh  impregnable 
He  has  made  it  his  permanent  headquarters, 
and  is  said  to  have  an  nbundance  of  guns, 
small  arms  and  ammunition.  Both  Col. 
Wilson's  steamers  were  wrecked  owing  to 
the  treachery  of  the  pilots,  who  will  be  court- 
martialed.

Gen.  Wolseley  has  requested  the  recall  ot 
all  the  Bpecial  correspondents  ot  the  London 
newspapapers  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of 
rations.

The  British  fire  was 
most  effective,  silencing  the  rebel  guns  and 
forcinjT  the  men  to  seek  shelter.  A  regular 
postnl  sorvi«*e  has  been  formed  between 
Korti  and  Gubat  The  West  Kent  regiment 
has  left  Korti  for  Gt^at  The  storming  of 
Mctemneh  bv  the  British  is  expected.  A 
Korti  dispatch  says  that  Gubat  is  strongly 
fortified  to  resist  a  possible  siege.  A  fort  has 
been  constiueted,  triangular  in  shape,  with 
deep  ditches  in  front  Brushwood  and  wire 
work  outfide  will  impede  the  enemy  In  the 
event  of  an  attack.

Earle, 
dated  Korti,  says :  The  fight  occurred  near  the 
Nile,  a  few  miles  above  Dulka  island  The 
Arabs  had  fortified  the  pass  and  built  a  small 
fort  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  and  wiien 
Gen.  Earlo's  forces  reached  the  pass  they  wers 
subjected  to  a  heavy  fire  from  field  guns  which 
the  Arabs  liad  placed  in  commanding  positions 
Oen  Earle  had  uo  artillfery  and  commanded  the 
troops  to  charge.  It  was  more  of  a  scramble 
than  a  charge,  but  the  Arabs  were  dinven  from 
the  heights  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  and  fell 
back  slowly  toward  the  river  All  that  then 
remaine<l  to  be  captured  was  the  little  fort  on 
tho  river  bank.  As  the  British  colunm  ad- 
vanced, it  was  met  by  a  steady  and  well-direct- 
ed fire  from  behind  the  sajid  and  watthnes 
which  composed  the  Arab  fort,  and  many  men 
of  the  attacking  party  were  killetL  Gen  Earle 
again  ordere<l  the  nien  to  charge.  The  fort 
was  ultimately  captured,  but  at  a  terrible  cost 
In  addition  to  General  Earle,  three  officers  and 
sight  men  were  killsd  and  ttiirty-tlve  woimded.

"the  autoeraph  hunters,  writes  a 
Washington  correspondent  to  77ic  St. 
Louia  Po.it-DUpatch,  are  hard  at  work 
again.  It  is  a  curious  place,  is  Wash- 
ington. Everybody  who  comes  here 
must  carry  away,  he  thinks, something 
with  him  to  remind  him  of  his  visit 
and  to  show  to  his  friends  that  he  baa 
rubbed  against  greatness  somewhere. 
If  he  can  get  a  chip  of  tho  Washington 
monument  he  is  content;  or,  if  ho 
does  not  o^et  this,  he  sets  about  secur- 
ing somebody's  aotograph.  In  this  he 
is  quite  successful,  for  fCarcely  any- 
body in  ofTirrial  life  will  refuse  his  au- 
tograph to  a  fespectable-looking  per- 
son, except  at  the  txrttom  of  a  check 
or  official  document  of  :$ome  sort.  Of 
course  the  greatest  demand  is  lor  the 
autograph  of  the  president.  Letters 
conie  from  every  direction  every  day 
asking  his  autograph.  They  aresif  ted 
Out  of  general  conespondonce  by  the 
private  secretary,  who  attends  to  the 
reception,  opening,  and  arranging  ot 
his  mail,  and  thrown  aside  in  a  heap, 
each  marked  on  the  envelope  "auto,'* 
to  indicate  that  it  is  a  request  tor  an 
autograph.  When  the  day's  mails 
have  been  worked  over  these  letters, 
which  are  sometimes  a  dozen  or  twen- 
ty in  a  day,  are  laid  aside,  an  oppor- 
tunity awaited  to  present  them  to 
the  president  for  his  signature. 
Thev  are  nsually  placed  in  the  bands 
Of  L'hariey  Loefller,  the  president's 
usher,  who  watches  the  opportunity 
when  the  president  is  not  engaged  or 
tired,  and  obtains  tho  coveted  auto- 
graph. Sometimes  the  autograph  is 
affixed  to  the  letter  requesting  it,  but 
usually  it  is  written,  or  rather  scrawl- 
ed, on  a  card,  which  the  experienced 
Charley  has  ready,  wailing  the  mo- 
ment when  he  may  catch  the  president 
with  sufficient  leisure  for  this  work. 
Often  a  hundred  or  two  of  these  re- 
quests will  accumulate  before  the 
president  gets  time  to  atter>d  to  them. 
Sometimes  they  will  run  even  higher 
than  that,  and  often  his  hand  gets  tired 
with  the  monotonous  scrawl  of  "Ches- 
ter A.  Arthur,"  which  he  has  affixed 
in  an  official  way  perhaps  hundreds  of 
times  during  the  day.  It  mu.st  not  be 
supposed,  however,  that  the  president 
jigns  everything  that  bears  his  name, 
or  even  that  which  appears  to  bear  his 
"autograph."  There  are  probably 
many  people  in  this  country,  especial- 
ly in  the  west,  who  are  fondly  suppo.s- 
ing  that  they  have  the  president's  own 
signature  written  by  his  own  hand, 
simply  becau.se  the  name,  as  signed  to 
jomc  official  document,  looks  like  Mr. 
Arthur's  own  signature.  It  would  be 
a  physical  impo.ssibility  for  hiiu  to  sign 
ill  the  documents  required  to  bear  his 
name,  and  at  the  same  time  attend  to 
the  more  important  duties  of  Ills  office 
The  land  warrants  alone,  for  instance, 
ire  so  numorous  as  to  take 
constant  signing  of  the  president's 
name  for  several  hours  every 
day-  Then  there  are  many  other 
cases  of  a  similar  sort.  So  there  are 
certain  clerks  wiioes  duties  are  simply 
to  sign  the  president's  name  for  him: 
And  the}'  fall  into  a  way  of  making  a 
signature  like  hi.s,  bcvanse  It  is  his  in 
til  essential  particulars,  and  so  it 
might  as  well  be  like  his  in  appear- 
iince.  The  result  is  that  thou.sands  of 
signatures  of  the  president  are  not 
written  by  him.  This  does  not  apply 
to  the  question  of  autographs  sent  in 
response  to  requests.  Those  are  re- 
C^ardec*  as  not  the  sort  that  may  bo 
delegated. 

It  IS  at  the  capitol,  however,  that  the 
autograph  collector  is  in  his  glory. 
There  great  men  are  to  be  met  at  every 
turn,  and  autographs  which  are  at- 
tractive everywhere  away  from  Wa.sh- 
ington  may  be  had  for  tlio  a.sking. 
I'ho  customary  method  of  obtaining 
them  is  through  the  services  of  tho 
pages  in  tho  house  and  senate  and  su- 
premo court.  These  little  fellows  arc 
bright  and  quick,  and  quite  ready  for 
the  opportunity  to  make  a  few  duUars 
by  this  process. 

"We  get  from  $,")  to  $10,  or  $1.5  for 
getting  an  album  tilled  in  tho    house," 
said  one  of   tho   pages    of  that    body, 
who,  by  the  way,  is  tho  gran<l.sou  of  a 
noted  member  of  the  confederate  cab- 
inet.    "The  senate  pages  get  about  the 
lamc  for  getting  the  autographs  uf  the 
ruembcrs  over  there.     If  tho   album  is 
lo  have  the   autographs  of    the    presi- 
dent, cabinet  ofiiceri,   supreme  court 
iustices,  senators,  and    representatives 
Jomplete,  we  usually  get  $26   for  get- 
ling  it  filled.     How  do    we   get  them' 
(jO  to  the  members  when    they   are    in 
their  .seats,  and  ask  them  for  their   au- 
tographs.    Tbey  seldom  refuse.  Some- 
times, if  they  are  busy,  they  won't    do 
It,  but  a  follow  with  tact  won't  go  Ut  a 
member   when  he  sees  that  he  is  busy. 
There  are  some  who  don't  like  it  much. 
There's   Mr.  Belmont,  for  instance,  ho 
doesn't    fancy    it  very   much,   Imt  he 
usually  signs,  though.     Then  when  we 
get  the  house  we  get  some  page  in  the 
senate  to  get  th»*  senator's  names,  and 
then  get  tne  riding-page,  or  some  good 
natured  memtier  to  get  the  president's 
and  cabinet  officers'  sienatures  for  us." 
They  are   a  curious  study,  these  al- 
bums,   after  they    have    been  passed 
around  and  filled  with  signatures  from 
the  white  house  down.     Some  of  them 
are  not  only  passed,  but  repassed,  and 
passed  again,    until    they  contain  the 
autographs  of  twoor  three  generations 
of  stat«smen.     It  seems  that  when  one 
gets   this   disease    he    never  recovers 
from  it,  and  whenever  there  come  in  a 
lot  of  new    statesmen  the  old  album  is 
brought    to    the    surface    and  trotted 
round  for  more  sign-manuals.     So  it 
sometimes  happens   that  one  of   these 
albums  has  the   autographs  of  two  or 
more  presidents,  of  a  dozen  or   more 
cabinet  officers,  of  a  hundred  senators 
and  ex-senators,  and  perhaps  five  hun- 
dred members  and  ex-members  of  the 
house.      The  perusal  of  one  of  these 
well-filled  books  is   really  interesting. 
If  a  man's  autograph  is  a  key  to  his 
character,   as  ik   sometimes    claimed, 
then   some  statesmen  must  have  very 
crooked   characters.     If  bad  penman- 
ship is  a  sign  of  greatness,  then  it  is  in 
evidence  that  we  nave  many  great  men. 
For  the  signatures  are,  many  of  them, 
painfully   bad.      A  few   are  "artistic- 
tlly"  bad,  evidently  written  badly  with 
malice  aforethought,  but  the  majority 
that  are   unreadable  seem  to  be  so  be- 
cause the  writer  can't  do  it  any  better, 
or  else  hasn't  time  to.

Isabella's 
arm-chair  topjiled  over,  aud  the  cup  was 
flung  from  her  hand  A  member  of  her  house- 
hold writes  that  she  was  not  alarmed  until 
some  time  after  the  shock,  when  there  was  • 
nervous  reaetioa  When  she  felt  the  earth- 
quake she  cried  ont:  "Why,  if  I  were  not  in 
my  own  house,  I  should  fancy  we  were  in  • 
sinking  ship."  A  second  shock  at  midnight, 
and  a  third  at  dawn,  rather  np.iet  her.  Hef 
ears  were  assailed  by  the  crieo  of  the  peopla 
in  the  streets.  She  telegraphed  to  the  King  to

Ihis 
is  a  great  improvement  The  represen- 
tative who.  year  before  last,  wore  a 
calico  shirt  and  bed-tick  suspenders, 
is  now  decorated  with  a  shuck  collar 
and  a  plug  hat  In  the  session  of  1879, 
the  representative  of  Dog  Trot  conntv 
"chawed"  new  tobacco  and  spft 
through  his  teeth,  but  now  be  smokes 
cigarettes.  He  has  ceased  blowing  his 
nose  by  placing  a  thumb  on  one  nostril 
and  throwing  himself  in  an  attitude 
of  great  agitation.  He  uses  a  red  hand- 
kerchief. Though  his  snort  is  still  loud 
and  resounding,  yet  the  innocent  on- 
lookers are  not  nearly  so  much  endan- 
a^ered.  He  used  to  camp  in  the  suburbs, 
and  broil  his  bacon  when  the  sun  hung 
low  in  the  west;  now  be  eats  fritters 
fcnd  molasses  at  a  twenty-five  cent 
restaurant  Every  state,  for  national 
improvement,  must  look  to  a  higher

one  but  a  wayfaring  man  and  a  dys-

reid  the  signs  as  he  walks  along  the 
streets.  Long  words  still  pnmtle  him. 
but  such  simple  sent^'nce."*  nS  "old 
Kentucky  whisky."  or  "All  drinks 
five  cents,"  are  read  by  him  in  an  easy, 
ofl-hand  manner. 

Let  us  all  be  thankful  for  those  many 
blessings,  together  with  the  fact  that 
there  is  a  constitutional  limit  to  the 
exercises  of  devotion  in  behalf  of  the 
dear,  lamented  people.  There  is  an- 
other thing  for  which  we  should  rejoice. 
The  lover  of  political  economy  who 
thought  that  the  governor  should  re- 
ceive but  seventy  dollars  per  mt>ntb, 
is  dead.  Yes  while  enjoying  fall  pos- 
session of  his  grerat  intelleit,  the  "yal- 
ler"  jaundice  came  alon^  and  4<-ttleil 
upon  him.  In  place  of  his  w(»DtPcl 
complexion  of  azure,  a  goldeti  tint 
spread  oVcr  bis  Agammeuon  features.

A   Scieatiflc  Boy. 

Sir  David  Brewster  was  born  at  Jed- 
burgh, Scotland,  Dec.  11,  ITsi.  His 
father  was  rector  of  the  grammar- 
.-ichool.  and  a  teacher  of  considerable 
rejiutatiun,  whom  ueigblMirhood  fame 
characterized  as  "the  best  Latin 
scholar  and  tho  quickest  temper  in 
Scotland;"  but  he  was  kindiv  withal. 
It  was  intended  that  David  should  l>e- 
cnme  a  minister,  and  he  was  .sent  to  tho 
University  of  Edinburgh,  to  bo  ediu-at- 
cd  with  a  vii'Wtothat  profession,  when 
only  twelve  years  old.  His  ta<tc»  had, 
however,  before  this  time,  turned  into 
another  direction.  It  is  recorded  of 
his  earlier  schooi-days  that,  though 
ho  was  never  seen  to  jxuir  over  his 
books  like  the  other  boy.<,  he  always 
had  his  lessons,  kept  a  prominent 
place  in  his  classes,  aud  was  fre(|iieiit- 
ly  applied  to  by  his  fellow-iiupils  for 
a.ssistance.  And  it  was  in  the  »lays  of 
his  childhood  "that  a  dilapidated  iiano 
of  glass  in  an  upper  window  of  his 
father's  hou.se  produced  tlii^  in<iiiiring 
thoughts  which  led  him  afterward  to 
seanm  into  tho  mysteries  of  refracted 
light." 

He   had    become     acquainted     with 
James   Voilch,   of    Inchbonny,    half  a 
mile  from  Jedburgh,  whom  .Sir  Walter 
Scott  has  mentioned    as  a  "self-taught 
philosopher,    astronomer,    and  mathe- 
matician."   Veitch  was  a  plow-maker 
by  trade,  but    was  well    versed    in  a.s- 
tronomical  calculations  and  observa- 
tions, having  l>een   the  first  discoverer 
of  the  great  comet  of  IHIl,  and  was  in 
his  most   congenial    pursuit    when    ho 
was    making    telescopes,     a    work    to 
which  he    brought    much  mechanical 
skill     and    scientific     accuracy.     His 
".scientific    workshop,"     on    the  Jed- 
burgh turnpike,    "became  a  gathering 
place  for  all  young  men  of  intelligence 
in   the   neighborhood,     most  of  thent; 
being  in  training  for    the  miuistry,  fon 
medicine,  and  other   liberal    pursuits.. 
They  had  lessons   in  mathciuHtics  and 
mechanics,  but  especially  in  the  favor- 
ite science   of    astronomy.     The   tele- 
scopes were  tested  in  the  daytime  by 
tho  eyes  of   the   birds  perching  on  the 
topmost  branches  of  the  "Kin^j  of  tho 
Wood,'  a  noble  relic  of  the    past  forest 
days,  about  a  half  a   mile   from    Inch- 
bonny.    When   the   bright   sparkle  of 
the  bird's  eye  was  distinctly  visible  by 
day,  James  Veitch's specula  and  lenses 
were  considered  fit  to  show  the  glories 
of   the  sky    bv     night."     Davi<l   "was 
the  youngest,''  says  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
Gordon,  from  whose  book    we  borrow 
our  anecdotes,  "of  the  quaint  and  var- 
ied group.     When  he  began   his  visits 
I  do  not  know,  but  we  tind  that  at  thn 
age  of  10  he  finished  the  construction 
of  a    telescope   at   Inchbonny,    which 
had  engagou   his   attention  at   a  very 
early  period,  and  at   which  he  worked 
indefatigably,  visiting  the  work-shop 
daily,    aud    often    remaining    till    the 
dark  ours  of  midnight  to  see  tho  starry 
ry  wonders  and  test   the  powers  of  the 
telescopes    they  had  been  making."  -

"Let  Us  Have  Peacer' 

As  this  magazini;  has  not  hesitated 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  country 
whatever  social  and  political  evil.n 
were  supposed  to  exist  in  any  part  of 
it,  and  as  it  has  especially  given  at- 
tention to  tho  condition  of  the  freod- 
men  in  the  Southern  States,  we  will 
not  now  be  regarded  as  writing  in  a 
partisan  spirit  when  we  deprecate  and 
denounce  tho  narniw,  sectional,  and 
embittered  tone  of  comment  which 
still  lingers  in  certain  quarters  of  tho 
north.  That  this  tone  is  less  frequent 
than  it  was  a  few  years  ago  is  a  token 
of  the  mellowing  of  feeling  which 
takes  place  as  the  Civil  War,  with  its 
animosities,  moves  farther  and  farther 
back  into  history;  it  is  a  sign,  also,  of 
the  improved  condition  and  spirit  ol 
the  South,  and  of  the  new  era  of  com- 
mon interests  and  mutual  sympathy 
and  respect. 

It  is  something  worthy  of  remark 
that  at  the  present  moment,  whenever 
the  eld  note  of  sectional  hatred  is 
struck,  it  has  a  jarring  and  unwelcome 
sound  in  the  North  itself.  The  true 
lover  of  the  whole  country — undivided 
and  indivisible— is  shocked  and  pained 
when  this  note  is  sounded, — a  note 
that  was  not  sounded  bv  Lincoln  or  by 
Grant  even  in  the  thick  of  the  hght. 
Il  is  further  noticeable  that  it  is  to 
"the  fury  of  the  non  combatant"  that 
we  generally  owe  this  note  of  discord; 
while  the  men  who  did  the  fighting 
did  it  "with  malace  toward  none,  with 
charity  for  all."  Our  men  of  war  have 
proved  indeed  the  true  friends  of 
peace,  and  not  its  enimies.  "Koth 
read  the  same  Bible,"  said  Lincoln, 
"and  pray  to  the  same  God,  .  .  let  us 
not  judge'  that  we  be  not  judged."  It 
was  Grant  who  stipulated  that  not 
one  sword  should  be  handed  to  tho 
conquers  at  Appomattox. 

While  the  questions  of  slavery  and 
secession  are  forever  settled,  there  are 
still  to  be  approached  grave  and  deli- 
cate nroblems  growing  out  of  changed 
social  and  political  relations.  These 
require  the  most  conscientious,  cool, 
wise,  and  brave  consideration.  Ihis 
is  the  time  not  for  the  demagogue,  not 
for  the  reckless  agitator,  but  for  the 
philanthropist  ana  statesman.  In  our 
day  the  politician  who  wean*  the 
"bloody  shirt"  will  be  hurried  with  it

Myra  Clark  Gaines,  about  the  year 
1840,  though  the  wife  of  a  general  in  the 
army,  was  a  peace  advocate  and  lectured 
upon  the  subject  in  the  Western  cities.

He 
claims  to    have  been    one  of  the    four 
watchmen    who    stood    guard    at    the 
Batterv  Wharf  when  General  Lafayette 
landed  there  on  his  second  visit  to  this 
country. 

James    F.    Legate,  who    was    made 
conspicuous  in  the  St.  John  controversy, 
has    figured    in  Kansas   politics    for  a 
number    of    years.      His    home  is    in 
Leavenworth,  where  at  various  times  he 
has   carried  on  desperate   battles   with 
the  redcmbtable  D.  R.  Anthony,  one  of 
the    tiguies   in    Kansas    history.     The 
hatred  between  these  two  men  has  been 
of  the  most  rancorous  character  and  out 
of  it  grew   other  feuds,  which   resulted 
in  several  attempts  upon  Anthony's  life. 
For  the  last  four  years  a  truce  seems  to 
have  prevailed.     About  three  years  ago 
Legate  left  tlio  Republicans  to  jom  the 
temperance  crusaders. 

Mrs.  Mary  Howitt,  the  f/.raous  wife  of 
a  man  also  famous  in  literature,  still 
lives,  at  the  age  of  eighty-five  years,  in 
her  Tyrolese  homo.  Five  years  ago  her 
husband  died,  and  three  of  her  five 
children  have  now  passed  beyond.  One 
Bonis  living  in  Australia,  and  the  young- 
est child  of  all,  Margaret  Anastatia,  la 
the  devoted  attendant  of  her  mother. 
She,  too,  has  won  literary  fame. 

The  marriage  of  Mr.  Stephen  Glad- 
stone, one  of  the  Premier's  boub,  is  now 
announced  to  take  place  on  January  29. 
He  is  thot  rector  of  the  parish  of  Hawar- 
den,  and  the  living  is  rated  at  about  $12,-

him  in  his  arduous  duties,  and,|a8  the  liv- 
ing is  in  tho  gift  of  his  uncle,  he  is  not 
likely  to  be  dispossessed.

Collection  of  Criminal  Statistics. 

Attorney  General  Hahn,  is  send- 
ing to  the  county  attorneys  of  the 
state  a  copy  of  the  law  just,  pa.sscd 
by  the  legislature,  requiring  them 
to  collect  and  preserve  statistics  of 
criminal  matters  which  come  under 
their  observation.  The  law  pro- 
vides that  each  county  attorney 
shall  record  the  complete  history 
of  all  criminal  cases  coming  under 
his  jurisdiction  or  indictment  from 
prosecution  to  sentence,  and  wheth* 
er  the  crime  charged  was  committ- 
ed under  tbe  influence  of  intoxica- 
ting liquors.  The  amount  of  costs 
incurred  by  the  state  in  those  cases 
is  also  to  be  reportetl,  and  the  fine 
and  costs  paid  by  the  defendants. 
Every  justice  of  the  peace  under 
this  law  is  required  within  ten  d«yg 
after  the  conclusion  of  everj'  crim- 
inal prosecution,  to  report  the  en- 
tire history  of  the  case,  from  its  in- 
ception to  its  close,  to  his  county 
attorney.  Special  duties  are  im- 
posed upon  clerks  of  courts  within 
ten  days  after  adjournment  of  a 
term  of  court  to  send  in  a  record  of 
costs  and  fines  in  each  case  to  their 
county  attorneys,  and  sheriffs  serv- 
ing any  process  in  criminal  actions 
are  to  make  returns  of  all  costs 
therein  on  or  before  the  last  day  of 
court  term  to  the  clerk.  Every 
county  attorney  on  or  before  the 
10th  day  of  January  of  each  year  is 
to  send  this  criminal  record  to  the 
attorney  general,  and  take  his  re- 
ceipt therefor,  and  on  hia  failure  to 
comply  with  this  provision  no  sal- 
ary can  be  drawn  by  him  for  the !

SBtATE.— Tha  aenats  in  committse  of  the 
whole  raoommandad  ita  own  railroad  bill  re- 
ooatly  introduced  for  passage,  after  several 
hoars'  dattats.  No  important  amendments 
ware  Kada  in  the  bill  aa  drafted,  and  enlv  oua 
siguifioant  vote  was  taketL  Henatora  Uick- 
hian  aud  Steenersou  Were  active  in  the 
attempt  to  gra:  t  upon  the  bill  soma  of  tha  pro- 
Visions  df  thu  bouss  bin,  aud  the  former  so- 
otired  a  vote  upon  tho  proposed  amendment  to 
section  ao,  prohibihng  discriminatioti.  I'he 
amendment  was  defeated — 14  to  '■£>.  Tliis  ia  a 
fair  measuru  of  the  stongth  of  the  senate  bill 
aud  the  house  bill,  respectively,  in  the  senate. 

The  souate  considered  tbe  bill  prsaeuted  by 
the  special  health  committee  to  ''pro vent  de- 
ception in  dairy  products,"  an  almost  exact 
copy  of  the  New  York  law  and  similar  to  a  bill 
on  the  same  subject  in  tbe  state.  An  effort  (o 
increase  tiie  saUry  of  the  dairy  commissioner 
from  •l,5(.Uto  %\,'**i  per  annum  was  lost  The 
bill  was  recommended  to  pass,  with  only  two 
diasentmg  voices 

One  of  the  longest  arguments  in  tha  Senate 
was  upon  couHideratiou  in  committee  of  the 
whole  of  the  bill  concerning  chattel  mortgages, 
introduced  by  tho  judiciary  committee  The 
niaiu  discussion  was  over  the  vexed  question 
of  chattel  niortgagjjs  on  grain.  Tho  bill  pro- 
vides that  if  the  innocent  purchaser  shall  use 
reasouablo  dibgenee  in  uiscoveriug  wheth- 
er the  wheat  is  mortgaged  or  not,  the 
filing  of  tbe  mortgage  with  the  register  of 
deeds  shall  not  be  deemed  legal  notice  of 
such  mortgage.  The  bill  provides  fur  re- 
covery of  damages  equal  to  twice  tbe  amount 
bf  the  value  of  the  grain  from  the  mortgagdr 
Vho  has  sold  it  fraudulently,  and  also  pio- 
vides  for  the  fine  aud  impi  isoument  of  tbe 
latter  if  he  misrepresents  facts  as  to  levies 
on  the  grain.  Senator  Crosby  aucoeeded  in 
having  the  bill  amended  so  that  the  feea  to 
registers  of  deeds  for  recordmg  chattel  mort- 
gages shall  be  10  instead  of  '.^)  couts  Senator 
Van  Hooeeu's  amendment  making  the  bUl  take 
effect  May  1,  lhJ85,  was  agreed  to  and  the  bill 
recommended  to  pasa  as  ameuded. 

House.— Tha  houae  got  down  to  business 
rhursday  and  had  three  aeeaions,  passing,  dur- 
ing tha  day,  Inlly  fifty  billa,  clearing  the  calen- 
dar of  all  but  sixt<»eu  billa  There  remain  on 
tbe  calendar,  l>oside  these,  about  twenty  aenate 
bdla,  with  about  thirty  biUa  on  general 
orders  for  consideration  in  commit- 
tee of  the  whola  The  monotonous 
c'^alhng  of  tho  roll  waa  of  little  interest  to 
the  public,  .\mong  the  bills  paased  were  the 
following :  Fixing  the  time  of  holding  terms  of 
court  in  the  Seventh  judicial  district— To  pre- 
vent tbe  catching  of  fish  in  Lake  Mmus- 
tonka  except  during  tha  summer  sea- 
ion. — Appropriaticg  money  to  meet  a  defi- 
ciency in  the  condu  .'t  of  the  state  board  of  cor- 
rections and  chanties.  -Amending  statutes  fix- 
ing the  teim  of  office  of  county  cumnuesiouera. 
—For  the  appointment  of  a  commission  for  a 
revision  of  the  names  of  the  Ukea 
in  the  state. — Amending  statutes  extending  the 
term  of  notaries  public. — For  tho  election  of  a 
second  judge  in  the  Twelfth  judicial  district.- 
To  regulate  garnishee  prooeeidings  in  jusUcea' 
court.

en tha  Buff-'age  so  far  as  prosidentjil  electors 
and  county  aoperinteudents  of  schools  are 
conci>moil.  anj  tliat  the  law*  mav  b«  so  amend- 
ed that  wivos  can  list  personal  propertv  sepa- 
rate from  that  of  their  husbanda. '  Bills  were 
introduced  as  follows:

The  reception  tendered  to  the  members  of 
the  legislature  by  the  common  council  of  Sti.

A  memoir  by  M.  F.  F.  Le  Roux  on 
an  experimental  demoustration  of  the 
inversion  of  the  electromotor  force 
produced  by  the  contact  of  iron  and 
copper  at  a  bi^h  temperature,  has 
been  submitted  to  tho  Academy  of 
Sciences,  Paris.  From  the  results  of 
several  experiments,  conducted  under 
varying  conditions,  M.  Le  Roux  con- 
cludes that  at  about  the  temperature 
of  1,000  deg.  Centrigrade  an  electric 
current  passing  from  the  cupper  to 
the  iron  heats  the  point  of  contact, 
while  cooling  it  at  the  ordinary  tem- 
perature. A  knowledge  of  this  faot, 
now  for  the  first  time  demonstrated, 
may,  it  has  been  anticipated,  affect 
not  only  the  theory  of  thermo-electric- 
ity, but  also  that  of  certain  chemical 
phenomena. 

Glass  has  been  in  use  from  so  re- 
mote a  period  of  antiquity  and  has  so 
intimately  associated  itself  with  the 
progress  of  civilization,  that  it  is  not 
jurprising  to  find  improvements  in 
its  manufacture  as  often  a.s  the  neces- 
sity for  them  has  arisen.  From  the 
paintings  found  by  Wilkinson  at 
Beni-Hassan  it  appears  that  the  art 
of  glass-blowing  was  known  at  least 
3,200 years  ago.  Sometimes  new  pro- 
cesses in  dealing  with  the  raw  mate- 
rials have  produced  desirabio  and 
sometimes  startling  results.  It  is  said 
that  some  Anglo-German  manufact- 
urers have  recently  turned  out  glass 
as  hard  and  tough  as  cast  iron,  and 
that  they  intend  to  make  of  this  hard 
and  comparatively  light  crystal  stairs, 
street  lamp  posts  and  gas  and  water 
pipes.  It  is  thought  that  they  can 
make  these  and  similar  articles  of 
glass  thirty  per  cent  cheaper  than 
they  can  make  them  of  cast  iron. 

A  paper  on  the  diamond-bearing 
rocks  of  South  America  has  been  con- 
tributed by  Prof.  H.  E.  Ros(;oe  to  the 
Philosophical  Societj',  Manchester.  Of 
two  shafts  sunk  in  the  Kimberley  Mine, 
the  one  in  the  "pipe"  passed  through 
three  feet  of  red  sand,  fifteen  feet  of 
tufaceous  limestone,  thirty  feet  of  soft 
earthy  diamond  rock,  and  282  feet  of 
soft  blue  diamond  rock.  The  other 
shaft  in  the  i-hale  near  the  "pipe"  pen- 
etrated three  feet  of  red  sand,  five  feet 
of  tufaceous  limestone,  twenty  feet  of 
yellow  shale,  ten  feet  of  black  carbon- 
aceous shale,  one  foot  of  two  thin 
bands  of  black  dust  in  shale,  286  feet 
of  black  shale,  and  two  feet  of  dulerite. 
The  diamonds  were  found  in  the  yel- 
low and  b^ue  "stuff,"  along  with  gar- 
nets, mica,  broDzite,  ilmenite,  pyrite, 
etc.,  and  were  separated  by  washing 
the  broken  up  earth  in  sluices  similar 
to  those  used  in  gold  mining.  Dia- 
monds from  Kimoerley  are  said  to 
reach  an  annual  value  of  $18,750,000, 
ind  the  total  quantity  raised  since 
1870  is  reported  ro  have  attained  the 
enormous  sura  of  $200,000,000.

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Col.  Poland,  of  the  Indian  artny,  add 
late  of  the  hussars,  was  a  man  whose 
ill-luck  had  long  been  proverbial 
among  his  friends.  He  had  originally 
joined  a  crack  cavalry  regiment,  in 
which  he  was  by  far  the  most  popular 
officer.  But  good  nature  was  a  more 
conspicuous  quality  in  Frank  Poland's 
character  than  discretion,  and  in  an 
evil  moment  he  backed  a  brother  of- 
ficer's bills  for  a  very  considerable 
amount.  Needless  to  say  that  his 
friend  absconded,  and  was  declared 
bankrupt,  and  that  Poland,  being  only 
a  younger  son,  with  a  small  allowance, 
was  obliged  te  exchange  into  a  reg- 
iment of  Indian  native  cavalry.  He 
was  a  married  man,  with  a  delicate 
wife  and  a  couple  of  young  children, 
and  the  climate  speedily  made  his 
wife  a  chronic  invalid,  while  the  chil- 
dren faded  away  and  died  before  their 
parent's  eyes.  Tho  unfortunate  man 
was  too  poor  to  afford  to  send  them  to 
England,  and  his  father  declined  to  as- 
sist him,  saying,  with  more  truth  than 
kindness,  that  ho  had  been  the  cause 
of  his  own  ruin,  and  must  make  the 
best  of  his  altered  circumstances. 
Grief  almost  killed  Mrs.  Poland,  and 
nearly  broke  the  major's  heart— for  he 
was  not  colonel  then.  He  would  have 
resigned  his  commission  and  left  the 
country  he  looked  upon  as  accursed  ; 
but  neoe.ssity  kept  him  at  his  post,  and 
he  lived  on  a  dreary,  hopeless  exist- 
ence among  a  people  he  hated  and  in 
a  land  which  had  become  detestable 
to  him.  Two  years  after  the  death  of 
their  second  child  a  third  was  born  to 
the  colonel  and  his  wife — a  son,  whom 
he  called  Rupert.  The  two  loved  this 
youngest  baby  with  a  devotion  that 
was  almost  pitiful  in  its  intensity,  for 
they  dreaded  the  fatal  airof  the  place, 
and  scarcely  dared  to  hope  that  he 
would  escape  the  fate  of  his  brother 
and  sister  ;  but  Rupert  was  a  strong, 
healthy  child,  and  for  the  first  three 
years  of  his  life  scarcely  had  a  day's 
illness.  Poland  began  to  think  his 
luck  had  turned  at  last.  He  had  re- 
cently been  promoted  to  a  colonelcy, 
aud  shortly  expected  to  command  his 
regiment ;  his  wife,  too.  seemed  to  re- 
vive in  the  delight  of  her  boy's  exist- 
ence, and  Rupert  himself  was  as  little 
spoiled  as  any  chiM  could  be,  consid- 
ering the  amount  of  aflection  which 
was  lavished  upon  him.  fiut  just 
when  the  prospects  of  the  family  seem- 
ed to  brighten,  a  new  terror  rose  to 
torment  tho  luckless  colonel.  His 
child  began  to  show  premonitory 
symptoms  of  the  same  wasting  disease 
which  was  already  so  terribly  familiar 
to  his  parents,  and  the  chances  of  los- 
ing him,  too,  began  to  present  itself 
with  dreadful  persistence  before  their 
imagination.  So  far,  indeed,  there 
was  no  cause  for  immediate  alarm. 
Poland's  perceptions  were  quickened 
by  his  over- powering  anxiety  and  af- 
fection, or  bo  would  scarcely  have 
noticed  that  little  Rupert's  face  oc- 
easionally  wore  a  hectic  flush,  and  that 
he  seemed  to  tire  of  play  sooner  than 
was  altogether  natural.

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How  to  Prevent  Krrotism  in  Tattle. 

The  conditions  most  favorable  for 
the  growth  of  the  ergot  are  not  well 
understood,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true 
that  itii^  much  more  abundant  in  some 
seasons  than  in  others.  Wariu  moist 
weather  favors  the  developmcut  ol 
fungi  generally,  and  we  doubt  if  ergot 
is  any  exception  to  the  rule.  We  have 
observed  it  most  frequently  upon 
grasses  growing  in  low  wet  meadows 
during  rainy  seasons.  Thorough 
draining  of  wet  land  would  probaljly 
diminish  the  amount  ot  ergot  in  a 
meadow.  The  favoring  conditions  of 
a  wet  season  of  course  are  not  undri 
the  control  of  the  farmer.  The  ergot- 
ted  grains  are  not  fully  developed  un- 
til the  grass  is  ripe,  therefore  it  is  a 
wise  precaution  to  cut  the  gra.ss  at,  or 
soon  after,  tbe  period  of  flowering. 
This  is  the  best  time  to  cut  grass  for 
hay.  The  development  of  ergotism  A 
favored  by  exposure  to  cold  and  un 
insuflicient  water  supply.  Anim 
properly  stabled  and  watered  in  w 
tcr,  may  feed  upon  slightly  ergot 
hay,  without  serious  injury.  When 
ergot  poisoning  is  suspected  in  an 
animal,  it  should  have  a  complete 
change  of  food,  with  Epsom  salts  as  a 
physic,  followed  by  mashes,  roots, 
etc.,  with  warm  stables  and  abund- 
ance of  pure  water.  In  severe  cases, 
when  a  limb  or  a  portion  of  one  is 
gangrened,  treatment  is  of  little  avail 
and  the  animals  should  be  killed.  It 
may  be  several  years  before  ano 
out-break  like  that  of  last  winter 
curs,  but  farmers  should  be  on  th 
guard,  able  to  detect  ergot  in  their 
hay  and,  when  it  is  abundant,  refusa 
to  endanger  the  lives  of  their  herds. —

The  ceremoaiea  attending  the  comploiion  of 
the  Washington  Monument,  the  highest  struc- 
ture exer  created  by  human  hand^,  at  the  city 
of  Washington  on  the  I'lst  inst,  were  of  an  im- 
posing character.  Tlie  celebration  was  in  two 
I'artd,  one  at  tho  base  of  the  monumant  and 
tho  other  in  the  hall  of  the  boaee  of  represen- 
tatives wliere  the  principal  orations  were  de- 
livered. 

AT  THE  TdOyxntEST. 

The  day  was  cold  and  disagreeable.  TTie 
military  arrived  betimes,  the  brass  bands 
were  marabaled  to  their  places,  the  trtiops 
come  to  a  rest  Honstor  Sherman,  ebairmauof 
the  joint  congressional  comraissiii;i,  from  the 
oentorof  thostand,  at  11  o'clor!  ailed  about 
fti)  people  to  order,  and  said  foi..  thing  abont 
tho  people  keeping  their  hats  on.  'i'hese  re- 
marKs  were  greeteil  with  lively  stamps,  for  the 
oiipiirtiinity  was  a  gijodone  to  risitoro  circulation 
to  chilled  limbs  and  extremities.  Senator  Sher- 
man then  i)rooee<ledtogivo  abnef  historyofthe 
nioDumoiit,  from  the  organixatiou  of  the  Wash- 
ington Monument  .\sHi)cistiou  in  IMH,  and  the 
laying  of  tho  i-oni'-r  stone  on  tbo  4th  of  July  of 
that  year  to  its  compietiuu  in  1XN5.  He  waa 
followixl  by  W.  W.  Corcoran,  the  ])bilauthro- 
pist,  who  descrihe'l  at  length  tlio  part  tajt-n 
on  the  initiation  of  the  project  and  the  con- 
.   ■tmctiiin   of   tlio    Monument  society. 

I  The  Masonic  ceremonlea  by  the  Grand 
Lodife,  District  Columbia,  which  then  fol- 
lowed, were  brief.  ITieproner  functionaries 
declared  that  the  square,  the  level  and  the 
piiiiub  had  been  applied  to  the  obelisk,  and 
that  It«  corners  were  found  to  be  square,  its 
course  level,  its  walls  skillfully  erected  ac- 
cording to  the  plumb.  Orand  Mttnt<;r  Myron

.  Itol  oa  the  Hih  of  September.  17!>;{,  a  .sacred 
volume  belonginff  to  Fredericksburg  I^odge 
No.  4,  of  Virginia,  upon  which  Washing- 
ton took  the  first  vows  of  Maaonrv,  and  that 
belonging  to  St  John's  Lodge  No.  1,  city 
of  Now  i'ork,  upon  which  on  the  80th  of 
Ai.rll,  178S>,  he  took  the  oath  of 
offlco  as  tunt  president  of  the  United 
Scales;  the  great  light  belonging  to 
Wa.shington  Lodge  No.  TJ,  Alexandria, 
Va,  upon  which  he,  as  worshipful 
master,  received  the  vows  of  the  initiation; 
the  apron  worn  by  him,  which  waa  worketl 
by  Madame  Lafayette;  a  golden  ring,  con- 
taining a  lock  of  his  hair,  belouging  to  the 
ifruud  lodge  of  Massachusetts;  the  lesser 
li-rlit.one  of  the  three  sperm  candles  borne  m 
Washington's  fiinsral  procession, w«reexUib- 
iti'd  'Ine  address  of  the  grand  master  con- 
cl luled  as  follows ;

The  action  of  the  elqni'nts   must  soil   and    dis- 
color it.    The  lightnings  of  heaven  may  scarand  ' 
blacken  it.     An  earthquake  mav  shake  its  louu-  I 
datlons.    Some   mighty    tornado,    or   resistless  ' 
cyolone.  may  rend  Its  massive  blocks  asunder 
and  hurl  huKO  fragments  to  the  ground.     But  the 
eharacter  which    It    commemorates    and    illus- 
trates is  secure.

Mr  I/insr  spoke  from  the  clerk's  desk  In  sin 
Impre^isive  luunner,  autl  in  a  voice  which,  ' 
though  not  loud,  was  so  clear  as  to  reach 
every  corner  in  the  chamber.  The  eloquent 
0^  I  passages  of  the  speech  were  delivered  with 
lervor,  which  elicited  fre<|ueut  bursts  of  ap- 
plaitse,  and  as  Mr.  Long  read  tho  peroration, 
the  inultitnde  broke  Into  a  storm  of  ap- 
plause. On  the  right  of  the  speaker  were 
the  chapiains  of  the  senate  and  hou.se  and 
B<!V  Mr.  Wallis,  while  on  his  left  sat  Hon. 
John  W  Daniel  of  Virginia  and  hjenntor  Sher- 
mau,  chairuiaii  of  the  eoiigrcssioual  joint 
comiui.ssioa  .\8  Mr.  Ixiiig  ceased  the  band 
struck  up  '■Columbia,  the  Oein  of  the  Ocean," 
and  as  the  straius  of  the  air  ended  Mr.  Ed- 
munds introduced  Hoa  John  W.  Daniel,  who 
was  greeted  with  long-contluued  ciuppingof 
bands.  1 

Mr.  Daniel  proceeded  to  deliver  hia  era-  | 
tion:  I 

Solitary  and  alone  In  Us  grandeur  stands  forth 
the  eharncter  of  Wnshinittoii  in  history;  solitary 
and  alone  like  some  j  cak  tliat  has  no  fel'ow  In 
the  uioiintaiu  range  of  greatness.  "Wiishiug- 
ton."  says  Oulzot :  "Washingtou  did  the  two 
greatest  things  which  In  i>olitios  It  is  permitted 
to  man  to  att«mpt.  Ilemalntained  by  peace  the 
Indepeudencc  ot  his  counlrv  which  he  had  con- 
quered by  war.  He  founded  a  free  government 
in  the  name  of  the  principles  of  order,  and  by  re- 
estahllshing  their  swav."  Washingtou  did  in- 
dee<l  do  these  thiugs.  But  he  diil  more.  Out  of 
disconnecteil  tragmontshe  moulded  a  whole  and 
made  It  a  country.  He  achieved  his  country's  in- 
depesdeuce  by  the  sword.  He  maintained 
that  tudependfnce  by  peace  as  by  war. 
He  finally  established  l>otb  his  couatry 
and  Its  freedom  in  an  ctiduring 
frame  of  constitutional  government,  fash- 
lone<l  to  make  Lilwrty  and  Union  one  and  in- 
soparablr.  These  four  things  together  consti- 
tute the  unexampled  achievement  of  Washing- 
ton. The  world  has  ratified  the  profound  re- 
mark of  Fisher  Amss,  that  "he  changed  man- 
kind's Ideas  of  political  greatness."  Ho  has  ap- 
piovsd  tho  opinion  of  Edwanl  Everett,  that  he 
was  "1  he  greatest  of  good  men,  and  the  best  of 
great  men."  It  has  felt  for  him  with  Erskine: 
"an  awful  reverence."  It  has  attested  the  dec- 
laraiiou  of  Brougham  that;  "he  was  the  greatest 
man  of  his  own  or  of  any  age."  Tell  me  ye.  who 
have  unrolled  the  scrolls  that  bear  the  records  of 
the  rise  and  fall  ot  nations- yc  before  whose 
eyes  h.is  moved  the  panorama  ot  man's  strug- 
gles, achievements  and  progression,  find  yon 
anywhere  the  sitory  of  one  whose  life  work  la 
more  than  a  frazmsnt  of  that  which  in  bis  life  is 
set  before  you?  Conquerers  who  have  stretched 
your  sceptres  over  boundless  territories;  found- 
ers of  empires  who  lisve  held  vour  dominions

It  1» 
not  only  a  memorial  but  an  itisptrailon  that 
8h;ill  live  through  alii  he  ueuerat  ions  of  out 
posterity,  as  we  may  h<'pe,  aud  which  we  this 
day  inaugurate  and  celebrate  by  cerenionioa 
which  have  been  ordered  liv  the  two  houses. 

Prayer  was  tben  offered  by  Kev.  S.  A. 
Wallis,  of  Pohlck  church,  near  Mount  Vernon, 
Va.  The  Marino  band,  stat'ont-d  in  the 
members'  lobbv.  played  '"Hail  Columbia," 
and  then  Mr.  Edmund.s,  expre.ssiug  his  re- 
gret that  Mr.  Wiaihrop  was  neees.-ariiy  ab- 
sent, introiluced  Uepreseutative  John  D. 
Long  of  Maasacbusetts,  who  having  been 
loudiy  applauded  proceotled  to  read 
wrsruKOP's  okation. 

After  referring  to  the  fact  of  his  having  dellT- 
ered  an  addrcs.s  at  the  comer-stone  laving  of  tbc 
mouumetii  thiriv-seveu  years  ago,  and  giving 
an  ou'Jiiic  of  the  eulerprlse  aud  the  manv  dith- 
cullies  which  had  now  been  overcome  l>y  th« 
commission,  the  orator  said  of  the  ra  nnmnt: 
Heuc -forib  and  forever  it  shall  l>e  loviiiKty  aaso- 
ciated,  uot  only  with  the  memory  ol  him  in 
whose  honor  it  has  been  erected,  but  with  an  era 
of  a.ssured  peace,  nulty  aud  concord,  whica 
would  have  lieen  dearer  to  his  heart  than  tht 
costliest  personal  memorial  which  the  toll  and 
treasure  of  his  c.mnlryraen  coiUd  liave  eon- 
stmcted.  The  Vniou  is  itself  the  all-^u'Wcient 
and  ouly  suftlclent  monument  to  Washington. 
The  Vniou  was  nearest  and  dearest  to  his  great 
heart.  "The  Union  in  anv  event"  were  the  most 
emphatic  words  of  his  immortal  farewell  ail- 
dress.  Nothing  less  than  the  Union  would  evei 
have  been  accepted  or  recognizf-d  bv  mm  as  a 
monument  commensurato  with  his  services  and 
his  fame.  Nothing  less  ought  ever  to  i>e 
accepted  or  recognized  as  such  by  n.s,  ot 
by  th^se  who  shall  rise  up.  generation 
after  generation,  to  do  homage  to  his  memory! 
For  the  grand  consammation  which  we  celebrate 
to-day,  we  are  indebted  prlmaniy  to  the  na- 
tional government,  under  the  successive  presi- 
dents of  the  iiast  nine  years,  with  the  concur- 
rent action  of  the  two  branches  of  concres.s.  The 
completion  crowns  the  work.  To-day  that  work 
speaks  for  itself,  and  needs  no  other  orator. 
Mute  and  lifeless  aa  it  seems,  it  has  a  living  and 
audible  voice  for  all  who  behold  it.  and  no  one 
can  misinterpret  its  language.  Nor  will  any 
one,  I  think,  longer  cavil  about  its  dcwign.  Is 
not  the  acknowle'lge<l  preeminence  of  the 
father  ot  his  couutr>-,  tlrst  without  a  s<-cond, 
more  tit iy  and  ade<niutelv  represented  by  that 
souring  shaft,  rising  high  above  trees  and  spires 
and  domes,  and  all  the  smoke  and  stir  of  eaith— 
as  he  ever  rr..se  above  sectlcnal  prejudices,  and

writes  beneath  tbe  eagle's  folded  wings:  "We  ,  honor  of  th*  heroine  Ooa  or  Qoja,  dei- 
fied under  the  name  of  Disa,  to  whom 
the  whole  month  was  consecrated  be- 
rides.  The  legend  of  Goa  is  Tery  •ori- 
ons.  It  states  that  at  on  time  when  the 
conntry  was  lisited  by  a  frightful  fam- 
ine, the  national  assembly  decided  that, 
in  order  to  alleriate  the  general  distress, 
it  would  be  neoessary  to  put  te  death 
a  part  of  the  population,  especially  the 
old  and  infirm.  Qoa  alone  dared  to  pro- 
test loudly,  and  claimed  te  able  to  pro- 
pose a  means  of  remedying  the  dearth, 
which  would  preve  more  efficacieus  as 
well  as  more  humane.  The  King  or- 
dered tho  execution  of  the  decree  t«  be 
postponed;  but  in  the  interim,  desiring 
to  test  the  sagacity  of  the  young  girl, 
and  te  confeund  her  audacity,  he  sent 
her  word  he  wotild  dtily  reeeire  her  en 
condition  that  she  would  come  to  his 
dweliiag  neither  ou  foot  nor  on  horse- 
back, Dor  in  a  rehicle,  neither  dressed 
nor  undrensed,  neither  in  the  course  of 
a  .year  nor  during  any  partictdar  month, 
neither  b^  day  nor  by  night.  Goa  solr- 
ed  the  enigma.  She  came  to  the  King's 
house  on  a  sledge  drawn  by  a  goat,  hold- 
ing on  to  the  side  of  the  sledge,  with  one 
leg  resting  on  tbe  pole  of  the  sledge,  the 
otiier  on  the  goat.  She  wore  a  nsbing 
net  only  in  lieu  of  garments,  and  she 
came  exactly  at  the  epoch  of  the  sols- 
tice, when  the  month  is  still  undetermin- 
ed, at  the  time  of  a  full  moon,  but  while 
it  was  yet  twilight.

The  Scramble  fbrthe  World. 

From  the  Pall  Mall  Qasetta. 

What  a  scram\)le  it  is,  and  bow  hot 
it  is  getting !  England  and  Russia  be- 
gan the  game,  France  struck  in,  and 
now  Germany  is  in  full  cry.  The  con- 
tagion of  annexation  is  spreading  erery- 
where.  Europe  is  partitioning  the 
world.  Every  power  is  gasping  with 
both  hands  after  frosh  territory.  The 
area  unappropriated  is  diminishing 
daily,  and  if  the  pace  is  not  slackened 
there  will  soon  net  be  a  single  black  or 
brown  man  in  tho  whole  wide  world  , 
who  will  not  be  the  subject  of  one  or  ' 
tlio  other  of  tho  European  powers.  AU 
colored  men  seem  to  be  regarded 
as  fair  game.  The  white  man 
is  dividing  up  the  planet.  It  is 
a  strange  and  stiurtling  process, 
but  it  has  become  so  famUiar 
as  to  cease  to  attract  notice.  All  round  i 
the  continents  of  the  dark  skins. 
Europeans  are  hoisting  flags,  and  pro- 
claiming annexations  with  the   feverish 

haste  of  gold  Biiners  who  have  sudden- .  }q^  the  coronation 
ly  struck  a  vein  of  the  precious  metal,  Alexander  U.  were  in 
and  who  established  "claims"  by  the 
sinijile  process  of  sticking  in  posts 
bearing  their  names.  It  is  a  whole- 
sale sequestration  of  the  world,  based 
upon  the  principle  that  no  one  has  a 
right  to  any  rule  or  sovereignty  in 
either  hemisphere  but  men  of  European 
birth  or  origin.  The  chosen  people 
did  not  appropriate  the  promised  land 
with  more  perfect  a.s3urance  of  a  right 
to  dispossess  the  Canaanites  than  that 
shown  by  white  men  in  the  plunder 
raid  round  the  world. 

Attention  is  chiefly  directed  just  now 
to  the  action  of  Germany.  But  that  ac- 
tion has  been  much  less  sy  stematic  than 
might  have  been  expected  from  so  sci- 
entific a  people.  Instead  of  dispatch- 
ing Dr.  Nachtigal  to  jiick  up  a  few  sea- 
boats  here  and  there  along  the  African

Mr.  George  Augustus  Sala,  one  of  the 
boat- known  of  English  JournalistB,  has 
been  lectnring  this  winter  in  our 
American  cities.  We  copy  from  an  ex- 
change a  passage  of  the  pleasant  gossip 
with  which  he  entertained  his  hearers, 
relating  to  two  visits  made  by  him  to 
the  Russian  capitals.     In  1857  be  went 

to  St.  Petersburg,  where  preparations 
at  Moscow  of 
progress,  a  part 
of  them  being  the  daily  drilling  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  thousand  troops  of 
nearly  every  nation  and  tribe  under 
Bussian  sway. 

In  1881  he  was  again  in  the  Russian 
metropolis  at  the  funeral  of  Alexander 
II.,  his  instructions  to  attend,  he  sitid, 
being  worded  thus :  Will  you  be  so 
good  as  to  write  a  leading  article  on  the 
price  of  fish — and  go  to  St.  Petersburg 
by  the  night  express. 

"I  don't  think,"  ho  went  on,  "I  ever 
saw  a  face  more  expressive  of  horror 
and  terror  and  uneasy  dread  of  that 
which  was  to  come  than  was  presented 
dy  the  new  Emperor.  Even  while  they 
were  going  through  the  stately  mum- 
meries of  investing  him  with  the  Order 


of  the  Garter  it  presented  to   my   mind 
the  aspect  of  aoondemned  criminal  np- 
coast,  our  German  kinsfolk  should  have  \)n  whom  they  were  putting  fetters." 

1.  But  there  is  a  brighter  side  to  this  pic- 


set  to  work  in  more  deliberate  and  oom- 
prehenjive  fashion.  But  perhaps  the 
trip  of  the  Moewe  is  but  an  experimen- 
tal cruise,  preparing  the  way  for  the 
real  enterpri.se.  If  so,  we  may  expect 
tliat  before  long  a'  gunboat  will  leave 
Hamburg,  followed  by  a  floatilla  of 
steamers  laden  with  cargoes  of  flag 
poles  and  bunting.  The  commander, 
advised  by  a  couple  of  learned  pro- 
fessors, will  take  with  him  a  chart  of 
the  world,  drawn  up  by  the  in- 
telligence department  at  Berlin,  show- 
ing with  the  utmost  exactitude  the 
limits  of  the  as  yet  unappropriated 
territories  of  the  world.  He  will 
then  proceed  to  plant  a  German  flag 
staff  aud  hoist  a  German  flag  at  inter- 
vals of,  say,  two  miles  all  round  the 
dark  continent,  wherever  land  is  to  be 
found  not  yet  annexed  by  any  European 
power.  When  that  gunboat  returns  to 
Hamburg  there  will  be  no  more  unap- 
propriated land  to  quarrel  about ;  it  will 
all  have  been  annexe<l.  Nowhere  along 
tho  African  littoral  will  the  eve  of  ad- 
venturors  De  Brazza  or  filibustering 
Italian  find  a  nook  or  corner  not  over- 
shadowed by  the  German  flag.  Their 
Hamburg  poles  will  girdle  the  conti- 
nent as  England's  drum-beat  is  said  to 
encircle  the  world.  Nothing  short  of 
such  a  business-like  program  wotdd  be 
worthy  of  the  systemetic  and  scientific 
spirit  of  the  German  people,  and  it 
would,  if  intelligently  directed,  avoid 
the  blunders  that  have  recently  been 
made  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  where, 
both  near  Quittah  and  noar  Angra 
Pequena,  the  Germans  have  annexed 
by  proclamation  territory  that  was  al- 
ready tinder  the  British  flag.  They 
will  probably  not  hoist  the  German 
standard  over  Cape  Town;  but  short 
pf  that  those  too  zealous  captains  hard- 
ly seem  likely  to  stop. 

The  action  of  the  German  gunboats 
is,  however,  forcing  to  the  front  the 
question  as  to  what  constitutes  a  valid 
ict  of  annexation.  International  law 
refuses  to  recognize  a  paper  blockade. 
\Miat  has  it  to  say  about  a  paper  annex- 
ation ?  H  the  lands  of  the  dark  races 
are  to  bo  publicly  scrambled  for,  what 
are  to  be  the  laws  of  the  game?  Is  the 
first  man  who  erects  a  flag  etas'  and 
hoists  his  flag  to  acquire  imdisputed 
right  of  sovereignty  over  all  the  terri- 
tory within  sight  of  his  bunting?  Or 
is  the  hoisting  of  a  flag,  unaccompanied 
by  tho  exercise  of  tho  right  or  the  dis- 
charge of  any  of  the  duties  of  sover- 
eignty, to  be  regarded  as  a  meaningless 
formality  ?  If  the  former  is  the  true 
doctrine,  then  the  Germans  have  made 
a  mistake  at  Bagei  da  and  south  of  An- 
gra Pequena.  If  the  latter,  then 
are  they  not  wasting  their  time 
by  proceedings  which  are  intrinsically 
ludicrous  ?  The  question  is  one  of  keen 
interest  to  us,  not  only  on  account  of 
recent  events  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa, 
but  our  position  in  Polynesia.  We 
have  just  sanctioned  a  paper  annexa-  i 
tion  of  New  Guinea  by  our  colonists.  I 
■What  is  it  worth?  Nay,  are  there  not 
great  stretches  of  Australian  coast  on 
which  no  Englishmen  has  ever  set  foot 
and  where  the  English  flag  is  never 
seen  ?  Suppose  Dr.  Nachtigal  were  to 
carry  his  flag  there  also.  What  then? 
If  the  scramble  is  to  go  on,  these  mat- 
ters will  need  very  careful  looking  in-  | 
to.  Otherwise,  in  pure  ignorance  ol : 
the  laws  of  the  game,  the  powers  are  ' 
not  unlikely  to  fall  to  blows  among 
themselves.  Has  not  the  time  come 
when  an  international  conference  of  the 
whites  should  be  held  to  formnlate  the 
true  doctorine  governing  the  scram-  i 
ble  for  the  coloreil  man's  world?  I
